Selectmen’s Report 
1990 

Temple had a substantial slowdown in its growth in 1990, with only 
two homes being built. This is a reflection of the economical status of our 
town as well as the state. 

The past year has had many controversial topics for us to try and 
get a handle on. The most controversial topic of course was the Library 
addition. We had been petitioned to hold a special town meeting to 
reconsider the addition. To complicate matters more, we were given the 
unexpected resignation of our chairman, Chris Weston. The special town 
meeting did get a lot of voters out, the results of the meeting ended with a 
go- ahead with the construction of the addition. 

During the excavation of the site for the library addition, an 
unexpected discovery of contaminated soil due to gasoline and oil spills 
occurring several years ago was discovered. (The Road Agent talks about 
the spill in more detail in his report) - This has prevented the construction 
of the addition. We have been faced with yet another petition to have 
Article #3 of the 1990 town meeting reconsidered. 

We have also been faced with financial difficulties whereas we 
were unable to borrow money from the Peterborough Savings Bank for 
Tax Anticipation Notes. We would like to thank John Sullivan for his help 
in finding us a bank which would lend us money, which is Fleet Bank. 

The “small town” feeling whichis so often mentioned when talking 
about Temple really seemed to be lacking this past year. Whether it was 
because of the controversy over the Library addition or just the fact that 
people have become too busy. It would be nice to see more people out 
taking pride in their Town this year such as on Clean-up Day and other 
Town functions. (notices will be posted) 

After people receive their tax bills there are always many complaints 
about the high rising taxes in Temple. We really want to emphasize to 
people the only way to put a handle on this is to stop spending. As a 
community this can, and in other towns, has happened. It is important to 
be at the Town and School Meetings in order to have some say as to where 
your tax dollar will go. This year Town Meeting will be April 6, at 
10:00a.m. at the Municipal Building. 

After the resignation of Chris Weston, we were very fortunate to 
have Peter Caswell return to the Board as an appointed Selectman. Pete 
was very knowledgeable about what action was needed as far as the 
contaminated soil went. He has been a great asset to our Board.

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THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
1990 

The Conservation Commission meets the first Monday of the 
month at 5 P.M. in the Municipal Building. 

A meeting was held in mid-summer with the selectmen and a large 
landowner regarding the application of the landowner for placing his land 
under the Land Conservation Investment Program (L.C.I.P.). This is a 
joint effort by the State, L.I.C.P., the Town, the landowner and the Trust 
for New Hampshire Lands (T.N.H.L.). The last mentioned is a private, 
non-profit corporation which pays for administration and field work. All 
State money goes toward development rights to the land and the land is 
thereby permanently protected from development. 

The town acts as a trustee to ensure that the program is not violated. 

The town loses nothing in this arrangement since the landowner 
must continue to pay taxes on the land. 

To date there have been 17,681 acres in the State protected under 
this program. 

The Conservation Commission sponsored Jeremy Young for at- 
tendance at a Youth Conservation Camp operated by the Society for 
Protection of New Hampshire Forests. Payment of $210 for tuition was 
provided by the Conservation Commission Trust Fund. 

The Commission plans to sponsor one person (boy or girl) each 
year for the Youth Conservation Camp. If you are a student or the parents 
of a student and are interested in this very worthwhile program, please 
contact any member of the Commission. 

The Commission conducted a tape and compass survey of the 
Town Forest, so we now have directions and measurements of the Forest 
boundaries. 

The new member of the Commission, Chris Weston, attended a 
seminar conducted by the Society for Protection of New Hampshire on the 
Land Conservation Easement Program. 

The Commission plans, if possible, to conduct tests for water 
quality of the major streams in Temple. By conducting tests every three 
years, we would know if the water quality was remaining constant. 

In closing, we may ask, “What is conservation?” One definition 
may be: “People working in harmony with their environment toward the 
most beneficial use of the natural resources of land, water and air for their 
generation and generations to come”’.

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TEMPLE VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 
1990 


The Temple Volunteer Fire Department responded to a total of 38 calls in 
1990. The breakdown is as follows: 
11 Motor Vehicle Accidents 

6 Brush Fires 

4 Chimney Fires 

3 Structure Fires - Mutual Aide 

3 Smoke Investigations 

3 Rescue Calls 

3 Service Calls (Highway/Police) 

2 Electrical Fires 

2 Vehicle Fires 

1 Brush Fire - Mutual Aide 

We now have 24 firefighters and 14 are New Hampshire State 
Certified. Our membership roster has remained relatively the same since 
1989 and our shortage of day volunteers persists. Temple was assisted 4 
times by mutual aide from other towns this year. 

Training was one of the paramount issues of 1990. Fourteen 
training drills were conducted in Temple with an attendance record of 180 
firefighters. Additionally, twenty formal courses were attended at rec- 
ognized fire schools with an attendance of 26 firefighters. 

Five Temple firefighters completed the 88 hour New Hampshire 
State Certified Firefighter Level I Course conducted in Greenville this 
year. This course covers basic firefighting techniques and live fire training 
evolutions. 

One of our firefighters, Dennis Canavan , passed the 54 hour New 
Hampshire State Certified Career Level Course and became the first 
member of the Fire Department ever to achieve that level of certification. 
Pre-requisite for this course is certification at firefighter Level I. 

Four of our firefighters attended the 56 hour New Hampshire 
Advanced First Aide Course presented by the Souhegan Valley Ambulance 
Service in Temple. This brought the total of ambulance attendants on the 
Fire Department to six. Two of these are EMTs (Emergency Medical 
Technicians) and nine of our firefighters are certified in CPR (Cardio- 
pulmonary Resuscitation). 

Six of our firefighters traveled as far away as York County Maine, 
at their own expense, to receive specialized training not available locally. 

This year, the Fire Department continued the established Physical 
Training Program. Firefighting requires strength and endurance. This 
program specifies exercises to be performed at regular intervals and was 
established to state and national standards. Attendance by our firefighters 
was excellent and did not diminish as the program progressed. Beginning 
in March 1990, a Physical Fitness Test has been administered on a regular 
basis. The purpose is to certify those individuals who meet the standards 
required for fireground operations. Twelve of our firefighters tested and 
achieved certification. 
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One of the side benefits, which we hoped to achieve by Physical 
Training, was the reduction of firefighter injuries. There were no fireground- 
related injuries in 1990. 

In addition to the 156 hours of scheduled maintenance, volunteers 
spent many hours restoring the condition of the equipment and trucks. As 
aresult of their contribution, there were no serious breakdowns in 1990 and 
all apparatus remained in reliable condition. 

The Fire Department continued to pursue an aggressive Fire 
Prevention Program. The Fire Prevention Team, consisting of seven 
firefighters, distributed brochures and visited the schools to teach the 
children about fire safety. Fire drills were also conducted. 

As an additional feature during Fire Prevention Week this year, the 
Temple first grade toured the Temple Fire Station and learned how fire 
departments operate. Also, the Fire Department sponsored a course for the 
Lucas Foundation on Fire Extinguishers and Fire Prevention. 

The Fire Prevention Team also participated in the Greenville 
Health Fair during April. A booth was set up and fire prevention brochures 
were distributed. Several videos were shown to interested individuals. 

During this year, the Temple Volunteer Fire Department continued 
to address the issues introduced by the NFPA 1500 Safety Standard. This 
standard, adopted by the State of New Hampshire, specifies what proce- 
dures, practices and equipment all fire departments should adhere to in 
order to protect their most valuable asset - their firefighters. The steps taken 
this year include: 

* Implementation of the recently created S.O.P. (Standard 
Operating Procedures) which specify the guidelines to be used 
during emergency and routine operations. 

* Conducting the first annual Physical Fitness Test to establish 
minimum standards for structural firefighters. 

* Upgraded the equipment used by four of our firefighters to 
adhere with NFPA 1500 standards. We now have six 
firefighters that use protective clothing which is 100% 
compliant. 

* Five committees, within the Fire Department, continue to 
study various segments of the code and periodically report to 
the membership. 

* Revised the Fire Department Bylaws to adopt NFPA 1500 as 
our safety standard. It also establishes minimum require- 
ments, based on a physical, for qualification as a firefighter. 

* Designated an official Fire Department Physician. This 
Physician will be responsible for the physical required for 
new firefighters as well as advising the Fire Department in 
medical matters. 

* Issued NOMEX hoods to all of our firefighters as standard 
equipment. 

* Provided hearing protection for the pump operator of Engine 2. 
Continued implementation of this standard is important because the town’s 
liability is great if a firefighter is hurt as a result of neglecting it. 
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Some of our other major projects this year were: 

* Purchased a 4000 watt generator to supplement the 1500 watt 
generator presently in service. Since last year, a reciprocating 
saw was donated to the fire department and new spotlights were 
added to Rescue 1. The 1500 watt generator did not have the 
power required to drive the saw properly. 

Added an Auto-dump valve network to the Mutual Aide Com- 
pressor system. The compressor is used to fill air bottles in truck 
cascade systems. Periodically, three valves must be opened to 
discharge moisture which could ruin the compressor. Since the 
compressor takes a great deal of time to raise the bottles to the 
required pressure (4500 psi in some cases), the auto-dump valve 
was added to perform this function automatically. 

Established a Firefighter Reserve Program within the Fire 
Department. This program provides a way for individuals, who 
cannot meet the physical or attendance requirements, to partici- 
pate in Fire Department functions. 

Continued to support the Temple Newsletter including reporting, 
collating, distribution and reminder telephone calls. We lost our 
editor this year and various volunteers from the Fire Dept. and 
Fire Dept. Auxiliary have performed the duties required. 

Traded low band radios with the Peterborough Fire Department. 
Since Peterborough is on a different frequency than Temple, we 
traded one of our extra radios for installation in one of their 
trucks. They, in turn, provided us with a high band radio for 
installation in Engine 2. Because of this, we will be able to 
communicate instructions to them when they help us with 

serious fires. 

* Created a Service Recognition Program. Members who reach 
their 5, 10, 15, 20 and 25 year anniversaries will receive an 
award pin reflecting their dedication to the Volunteer Fire Dept. 

* Hosted the First Annual Temple Fire Department Picnic. Past 
and present members of the Fire Department participated. 

As aresult of a decision by the Souhegan Mutual Fire Aide Associa- 
tion, the tactical call signs used by our officers and vehicles were changed 
this year. Temple has been designated “28”. Each truck was relettered to 
reflect the changes (Example: Engine 1 is now 28 Engine 1). 

This change of call signs provided fire departments in this area with 
a new challenge - to develop a way to effectively handle large incidents 
without the confusion introduced by unfamiliar designations. 

To attack this problem, Temple instituted the Incident Command 
System. This system, based on the IFSTA (International Fire Service 
Training Association) standard, works very similar to that used by corporate 
businesses. Many people are familiar with organizational charts used to 
show the President, Vice President, and so on. The ICS is structured the 
same way. It is a pre-planned distribution of duties to officers on the fire 
scene. The Fire Commander is in charge of the fire and appoints other 
officers to command specific areas such as Water Supply, Staging, Rescue, 
etc. Itis used for major fires such as house fires which require participation 
by multiple fire departments. 
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In January, implementation was kicked off by hosting a drill in 
Temple. Participants included the Greenville and New Ipswich Fire 
Department officers and representatives from the dispatch center, Monad- 
nock Communications. This drill provided an introduction to the system. 

On March 25th, Temple conducted another drill to practice the 
system. This drill included a controlled burn of a large donated structure 
on General Miller Highway. The Incident Command System was utilized 
and worked out very well. 

Temple was the first town in this area to adopt the ICS. Since then, 
other towns in our area have used the system successfully as well. 

During 1990, we continued to pursue the Water Supply Improvement 
Program. Many areas in town are suffering from inadequate water supplies 
or unmaintained fire ponds. This, potentially dangerous situation, is being 
addressed by reviewing possible locations for dry hydrants and fire ponds. 
This year, we purchased a dry hydrant and fittings to install during 1991 at 
the fire pond located near the Perry Maynard residence. This site was 
selected based on the types of structures located in the immediate area, 
water flow required by calculation for serious fires, and present availability 
and travel distance to good water supplies. 

A new Emergency Response Resident Index was created this year. 
All houses within Temple were assigned numbers in order to locate them 
in case of an emergency.. New telephone stickers have been printed and 
members of the Fire Department started to distribute them door-to-door in 
December. We expect all stickers to be distributed by March 1990. 

We have been told that the 911 system will eventually be instituted 
within Temple. We have also been advised that only certain areas of the 
town in the 878 exchange will be on the system. Whatever the outcome, 
new stickers will be distributed to those applicable areas. 

Concerning the budget plan for 1991, the Board of Fire Engineers 
has reduced our budget by 10%. This decision was made due to prevailing 
economic conditions and should not affect our present services to the town. 

The Temple Volunteer Fire Department conducted six fundraisers 
this year. Monies raised were used to purchase chairs for use during town 
meeting and fire department activities. We also purchased a trailer to store 
flea market goods and provided firefighters with a Christmas dinner. 

There were 36 building inspections conducted in 1990 at no cost to 
the town. 

We received many generous donations throughout the year and are 
very grateful to everyone in Temple for supporting us. 

The Fire Department would especially like to thank the Fire 
Department Auxiliary whose tireless efforts on our behalf are greatly 
appreciated.

Annual Report 
1990 

The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service, Inc. continues to pro- 
vide efficient, professional and quality service to the communities of 
Greenville, Mason, New Ipswich and Temple. This service is only possible 
due to our well-trained Driver/Attendants, all of whom are volunteers and 
do not receive a penny for the numerous hours they dedicate to the service. 
Many of these volunteers are nationally registered Emergency Medical 
Technicians-Ambulance, and have also undergone advanced training to 
become EMT-Intermediates (which includes the administering of IVs and 
Advanced Life Support Techniques). 

In order to provide continuous service, at least three attendants are 
scheduled to be on call every night from 6:00 p.m. to 6:00 a.m. Each 
attendant is scheduled approximately seven times a month, as well as 
answering calls during the day whenever possible. Daytime continues to 
be a very difficult period to cover, so there is a great need for volunteers 
who are able to spare some of their daytime for the service. Any resident 
of the four towns represented is encouraged to contact any Driver/ 
Attendant or member of the Board of Directors if they would like to be a 
part of our great organization. 

The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service, Inc. continues to operate 
at no cost to the individual requiring emergency service. We have worked 
very hard to keep our cost down and be able to provide top notch service 
and care. Your very generous donations have helped us to do just that. 
Many of the essentials we need to operate efficiently have come from your 
generosity. 

We are not lacking in dedication and spirit from the many volun- 
teers who respond to approximately 300 calis each year in our 100 sq. mile 
coverage area, doing so without any compensation. For many years our 
greatest need has been for a building in which we could garage our 
ambulance and provide space for meetings and the ever on-going training. 
This is now becoming a reality for in 1990 someone very graciously 
donated a piece of land to us in a perfect location in which to service our 
four towns very efficiently. With the various fundraisers, and the many 
generous donations from our local residents, our building fund is ap- 
proximately $25,000. Initially, our goal was to raise $150,000 in order to 
begin construction but because of various donations from area businesses 
and the commitment of the Mascenic Vocational Building Program to 
build our ambulance bay, our actual requirement was reduced to $60,000. 
Therefore, we are not that far from having a home of our own, thanks to all 
of you. To anyone who has not given a donation yet, we would very much 
appreciate your help. 

With a successful donation drive, The Souhegan Valley Ambulance 
Service, Inc. will have a beautiful and useful building without having to ask 
for any tax money from the four towns we represent.

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REPORT ON THE MAINTENANCE OF THE CEMETERIES, 
THE COMMON AND THE OTHER VILLAGE GREENS 


As you will notice as you read the Annual Report that we spent 
almost the entire amounts budgeted for these activities. Every year we 
spend more and more on leaf raking, due mostly to increased growth of the 
trees. The cemeteries were raked early in the spring and late in the fall and 
we still lost out because the rains stayed with us all through the summer and 
fall, so we had to do much more mowing in that time period. The 12HP 
riding mower authorized by the Annual Meeting worked out very well. In 
the past we would rent a large mower as it was needed. There is no doubt 
at this time but that the Town should own all mowers used by the Town. 
(We have two 20 inch mowers in addition to the big mower). 

Because of the action taken under article eight of last year’s warrant 
we were able to spend more money on general care and maintenance: (we 
paid no rental fees for mowers). 

Last year some money was spent for special care of trees, some 
more work should be done this year but the dollar figure should not be very 
high. 

I also worked with the Extension Service to set up a plan for moss 
control in East Cemetery and Miller Cemetery. Lack of money kept us 
from completing this project. 

I amrecommending to the Selectmen that the Cemeteries budget be 
increased to $3,200.00. 

I am further recommending that the Parks and Common budget be 
increased to $2,000.00. Hopefully these increased monies won’t be needed 
but who can out-guess “Mother Nature’”? 

Please note that there are no burials during the cold winter months. 
Another problem that we face at East Cemetery is the matter of vehicles 
which are parked along the south wall of East Cemetery. The ball field is 
used very frequently during the warm months and it 1s at these times that 
the wall is being pushed over. The parking problems must be corrected and 
the Town must take proper action to repair and protect an ancient and 
beautiful landmark.

At the 1990 Annual Meeting the Selectmen (under Article #11) were 
authorized to appoint a 5 person committee to study the question of 
identifying East Cemetery and Miller Cemetery. A former citizen of the 
Town of Temple (Mr. Carl Hedman) wrote a letter to the Selectmen and to 
the Cemetery Trustees suggesting that the two cemeteries should be 
marked correctly and permanently. Mr. Hedman spent some time and 
money in consultation with Mr. John Kaufhold of Peterborough Marble 
and Granite Works. The plans that they drew up were also submitted to 
Town Officials. 
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The Committee that the Selectmen appointed were Christina 
Caswell, Gordon LaPree, Albert Quinn, S. Perry Maynard and J. Walter 
Young. 

The Committee started their meetings in late summer and finished 
in late fall. Mr. and Mrs. Carl Hedman were invited to attend our first 
meeting and to present their plans. They accepted the invitation and were 
actively involved in the meeting. After lengthy discussions (covering 
several sessions), the Committee agreed to present the following plans to 
the 1991 meeting: 


East Cemetery — 


The lettering for this cemetery shall be carved in the top stone next to the 
gateway: “East Cemetery” shall be in 4"-5" letters and the words - 
“Temple, N.H. c.1800” shall be in smaller letters. (overall cost - $482.00). 


Miller Cemetery — 


This stone will be a “new” stone from the homestead of the late General 
Blood of Revolutionary War time. Mr. & Mrs. Albert Quinn are donating 
this stone with the conditions that it be used for this purpose only. 4" letters 
will be used to identify Miller Cemetery, 2” or smaller letters will be used 
to indicate the approximate year of the first burial. 

The Committee recommends that this stone marker be dedicated in 
memory of the three Temple men who gave their lives in World War II. 
The cost of the necessary lettering and setting the marker in place will be 
about $775.00. This marker will be placed about 40 ft. to the West of the 
main entrance of Miller Cemetery. 

Mr. Kaufhold has quoted prices for this project as outlined in this 
report. The grand total for the two projects will be in the neighborhood of 
$1,250.00. This sum will be lower if we receive the gifts that have been 
promised. 

Although we did not utilize the plans suggested by Mr. Hedman, 
we feel that the Town should give Mr. Hedman arousing vote of thanks for 
so forcefully bringing this matter to the public’s attention.

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MONADNOCK FAMILY SERVICES 

Overview of Services provided for the Town of Temple 
* Monadnock Family Service provides a full range of treatment for 
individuals who need counselling or who are experiencing a mental 
disorder. There are no restrictions based on diagnosis or age, and we 
continue to offer services to clients with little to no income. The 
Peterborough District Office is open five days and three nights every week. 
The Jaffrey District Office is open three days and one evening each week. 
We provide 24 hour emergency services 7 days a week, 365 days a year. 
As a part of the coverage, Monadnock Family Services staff also provide 
crisis services to Monadnock Community Hospital emergency room and 
to patients admitted to the medical units upon physician request. 
* It is our goal to maintain quality services to residents of our catchment 
area, and to provide for the identified counseling needs of the community. 
* Last year the Monadnock Family Services served over 840 individuals 
in your area with more than 16,884 visits for direct treatment. Also 
available through our agency are psychiatric, case management, housing 
and day treatment services. This figure is reflective of open cases and does 
not contain those individuals who may have been seen as adjunct member 
of treatment (i.e., family members, school personnel, legal or other sources 
of referral). 
* This past year for the town of Temple we provided 413 visits for direct 
treatment. Of the 20 open cases, 12 were male and 8 were female, 2 were 
under the age of 18, 18 between the ages of 19 and 59, and O were 60 or 
older. 
* 3 of these individuals were certified as chronically or severely mentally 
ill, as per New Hampshire Department of Mental Health guidelines. The 
average fee for service, paid by the client, was $0.63 per hour. 
* Primary referral sources were as follows: self-referred, physicians, social 
service agencies, schools, and courts, in that order. 
* The dollar amount requested from your town to help us continue offering 
these services is arrived at by multiplying the 1990 Census Bureau 
population figure by $1.00. This per capita amount includes NO increase 
from last year despite significant funding cuts by the State of New 
Hampshire. The amount we are requesting is $1,188.00. 
* MES Adult Care Center was open over 870 hours in 1990, with an 
average daily attendance of approximately 18 clients. Therefore, we 
provided over 15,660 hours of service to elderly residents and their 
families. Many of the clients in the program have Alzheimer’s Disease or 
related illnesses due to aging.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND 


STATE FOREST RANGER 

During Calendar Year 1990, the State of New Hampshire experi- 
enced an average number of wildfires. The three leading causes of these 
wildfires were fires kindled without a fire permit from the Forest Fire 
Warden, permit fires that escaped control and rekindled fires. All of these 
fires are preventable, but ONLY with your help. 

Please help your town and state forest fire officials with forest fire 
prevention. New Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27 II) requires that, “No 
person, firm or corporation shall kindle or cause to be kindled any fire or 
burn or cause to be burned any material in the open, except when the ground 
is covered with snow, without first obtaining a written fire permit from the 
Forest Fire Warden of the town where the burning is to be don 

Violations of RSA 224:27 II and the other burning laws of the State 
of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $1,000 
and/or a year in jail and you are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 

The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forests and Lands 
assisted many towns in wildland fire suppression during 1990, including 
a 262 acre fire in Moultonboro and several fires in Hooksett. 

In 1990, the New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands trained 
844 local Wardens and Deputy Wardens in the Incident Command System 
(ICS), an incident management system for all types of emergencies. In 
1991, Wardens will be trained in the use of Class A foam in wildfire 
suppression.

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REPORT OF THE TEMPLE POLICE DEPARTMENT 
1990 

During the Winter and Summer of 1990, we were able to complete 
all of our mandated training and certification requirements. We also had 
two officers, David Elder and Peter Clegg, attend part time officers school. 
Both men received excellent marks and at the completion of the course, 
received their certification as part time police officers. In May, we added 
a new man to the department, Jim McTague. He was discharged from the 
United States Air Force after six years of service. He was employed by the 
Air Force as a military police officer and held the rank of Sergeant. The 
Board of Selectmen on January 3, 1991, elevated him to the rank of full 
time officer and he is attending the New Hampshire Police Academy. 

During the year, we had an increase in some types of cases which 
are frequently very time consuming. We had an increase in domestic calls, 
an increase in “cook outs” that turned into brawls and the continuing 
problem of dogs running loose and bothering people. As usual, many of 
the dogs had no license. If you have a dog for a pet; REMEMBER- YOU 
ARE RESPONSIBLE FOR IT. It must be fed; -IT MUST BELICENSED- 
and you must be sure that it is not being a nuisance. 

The increase in last year’s budget was for specific items. As stated 
above, we did all those things. It is impossible to anticipate how many 
accidents or domestic problems there will be. We had a lot of these, plus 
an increased cost of running a nine year old cruiser. The result, we went 
over the budget.— 

As far as I am concerned, those people who are talking about 
having a part time police department are making a lot of idle talk and have 
given no thought to the end result. It will be senseless to spend more money 
for less safety services. The big problem with the police department in 
Temple is that for twenty-five years I have done so much for so little that 
people don’t want to face reality. 

I want to thank all those who have supported me for the past twenty- 
five years. We now have and have had, for the past year, a good working 
police department. For the past year, we have had space for a police station 
in the municipal building. We have a police telephone— 878-4374 — 
which will very soon be connected directly to our communication center. 

Temple has had a police department for thirty-four years and I have 
served on it all those years, with the last twenty-five and one-half years as 
Police Chief. I am also the first full time Police Chief of the town. On 
March 30, 1991, I will retire. It will give me great pleasure to be able to 
turn over to the new Chief of Police an efficient corps of officers and a 
smooth operating department. 

Again my sincere thanks to all those who have worked with me and 
supported me all these years. I have enjoyed my years serving as your 
Police Chief.

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WILTON RECYCLING CENTER 

1990 was another year full of changes for the Recycling Center. 

We applied for and received grants from the Governor’s Recycling 
Grants Program totaling $22,512.04. With these funds, we purchased a 
horizontal baler, a waste oil furnace, and built a new loading dock. 

The baler has improved the speed and quality of our baling 
operation, while the furnace has provided some relief from our New 
England winter weather. 

We hope to purchase additional trailers next year in order to utilize 
the full potential of our new loading dock, and alleviate the problem of 
outdoor storage due to lack of space. 

Our income was higher than our anticipated $25,000.00 goal, at 
$27,579.56. Markets for recyclable materials continue in a deteriorated 
state, however, but we are still striving for increased income totals for next 
year. 

We regret the passing of our long-time dedicated employee and our 
friend, Alvin Munnis. In his honor, New Hampshire Resource Recovery 
Association has added a new category to their annual recycling awards 
entitled “The Alvin Munnis Memorial Award’, given to an outstanding 
individual in the field of recycling. Alvin was a hard working, reliable 
individual, and we miss the spirit that he added to the Recycling Center. 

We would like to thank Charles McGettigan and the Wilton 
Highway Department for all their efforts over the past year. They have 
provided a great deal of assistance to the Recycling Center in excavation 
work and road maintenance, and we really appreciate what they have done 
for us. 

We would also like to thank the Friends of the Wilton Recycling 
Center for their support. We hope to work closely with them during the 
following year. 

Last, but by far, not least, we’d like to thank all of you for your 
contributions. You are still the lifeline for the Recycling Center’s success.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 
1990 


Winter Maintenance 

The winter of 1990 turned out to be fairly average. January and 
February we had lots of snow to plow and take care of, the budget was 
shrinking fast. The came March with an early spring and things didn’t look 
so bad. When November and December brought very little snow or ice, 
things looked even better and we ended up with a $3400.00 surplus in the 
budget. This money goes back into the general fund to help cover other line 
items that may have gone over budget. 

At town meeting this year, we will be asking for a new sander to 
replace the old one that is 10 years old. With an expected life span of 5 to 
10 years, I feel that we have pushed this one to its limits. The Town of 
Temple owns only one sander, most towns our size own three or more. We 
expect a lot of this machine and are asking only that we take the $7200.00 
that has already been put into an equipment fund and spend it on anew one. 


Summer Maintenance 


Our regular summer maintenance went pretty much as usual. The 
dirt roads were all graded and ditched, culverts were cleaned, afew of them 
replaced with new ones, and gravel was spread accordingly. 

In 1990 we spread approximately 2000 yards of gravel in various 
places. Many of the dirt roads have been worn down and eroded to the hard 
base. The State Department of Transportation estimates that approximately 
an inch of gravel is lost off a dirt road per year due to dust and erosion. 
While I feel this figure is higher than what we lose on average, it still 
mounts up fast. For this reason I believe we should keep our gravel budget 
at about the same level as it has been. 

In July and August West Road was ditched, some underground 
drainage was installed, acouple of culverts were replaced and the remaining 
ones were all cleaned. We the shimmed the distorted areas and sealed and 
sanded from the center of town to the Sharon Town line. While this seems 
to be nothing more than a patch job for our paved roads itis all we can afford 
todo. Ata cost of at least $100,000.00 per mile to rebuild these roads we 
will have to wait for the state to come up with some sort of a plan to help 
the towns do this. 

In Article #6 we appropriated $6,000.00 for a brush chipper. As the 
price of a new one is approximately $12,000.00 or more, we were looking 
for a good used one. After searching for a while we found one at Keene 
Tree Service. They wanted $8500.00 for this one and it was well worth it. 
But after a lot of dickering they decided to sell it to us for $6000.00 and 
donated the other $2500.00 worth of value to the town. Thus we ended up 
with an excellent brush chipper for a very reasonable price. 

In Article #9 we appropriated $1000.00 more towards street signs. 
Where this wasn’t enough to finish the jobit did do another 15 intersections. 
This year instead of appropriating money the same way again we decided 
to put money that might be left over at the end of the year into more new 
signs. 
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Due to the vote at Town Meeting in 1990 to build an addition on the 
library it was decided to move the old town sheds that were in the way. On 
October 20 & 21st, 1990 with the donated help of Walt Mazza, Glenn 
Nutting, Jim LaPree and myself, the building was jacked up onto a trailer 
and moved out to the backyard of the highway department. It was then set 
on anew foundation, the walls were repaired and new doors were installed. 
The building was set up higher than before so as to be more useful to the 
highway department. A major part of the labor for all this was donated by 
Wilfred Weston. The remainder was supplied and paid for by the highway 
department. All materials were paid for from the fund to build the addition 
to the library; at a cost of $1,722.00 for 1990. This cost is figured in the 
budget for the new addition. The bottom line of this project is that we ended 
up with the same building, in much better shape, in a much better location 
and a lot more useful at a very low cost to the town. 

On October 22, 1990 we started excavating for the foundation on 
the library addition. On October 25, 1990 it was discovered that there was 
a large amount of gasoline and diesel fuel in the soil where the old sheds 
had been located. The State Environmental Agency was notified of this, 
and a private engineering firm that deals in this sort of problem was hired 
to oversee the cleanup project. After the cleanup project was done we had 
excavated 310 yards of polluted soil and disposed of 15,000 gallons of 
polluted water. At the same time that I am writing this report the polluted 
soil is stillin storage and had not been disposed of. After some investigation 
it was found that the gasoline had come from spillage done back in the 
1930s and 1940s. The diesel fuel was from a tank that was kept in the loft 
of the old shed and used during the 1950s and early 1960s. The total cost 
of this unfortunate mishap is yet to be determined, but a large amount of 
money was saved by doing the excavating work with the highway equipment 
and working together with Health Department Officer, Peter Caswell. 

I am also proposing that the present underground diesel tank that 
we now use, be removed and replaced by a new above ground tank. This 
tank is not presently leaking but has been in the ground for approximately 
20 years. According to the State Environmental Agency, all underground 
tanks that had the outside surface coated are to be removed from the ground 
after 25 years and tanks that were not coated are to be removed after 10 
years of use. It is unknown whether this tank was coated or not, but my 
feeling is why gamble with the potential of another disaster at hand.

The building 
committee worked diligently before the March town meeting to prepare a 
plan for an addition to our building. We held a public hearing on Feb. 16th 
and also sent cards to all on the check list asking that they come to the 
meeting for this important vote. The vote was favorable and the trustees 
proceeded with building plans. As most of you know by now, a petition was 
circulated to overthrow this vote. Ata special town meeting on September 
7 the matter was again resolved in our favor. The septic system agreed upon 
in our planning stages then became along and expensive matter. When this 
was finally settled, digging began and a pocket of soil was uncovered that 
had been contaminated by a petroleum product spill many years ago & 
again stalled our project. All of these problems have of course escalated 
our costs. 

Our National Library Week Open House was held April 17th and 
prizes were presented to the winners of the school contests. 

The annual Strawberry Festival was held on June 3rd. 

The Historic House Tour was held from 11-4 on August 15 and was 
fantastically successful. 

On August 21 a party for 37 children who finished the Summer Fun 
Reading was held at the Town Hall. 

The Nubanusit Co-op did not meet here this year as we no longer 
have room for this group. 

On September 30 we had book and pie sale tables at the Harvest 
Festival and began our sale of raffle tickets and centennial ornaments. 

On December 9 we held an elegant tea to celebrate our 100th 
birthday (the building was dedicated on December 25, 1890). The raffle 
was drawn at this time and 2 out of 4 winners were Temple residents. 

283 books were purchased and 449 were donated (estimated value 
of $1,922.).
